tonseed hulls nlono nro not Bufilcicnt tc
maintain a cow in flesh or milk. Analy-
sis suggests that thoy nro ubout cu.unl to
out straw as a roughage, having, how-
ever, a considerable ndvantago in their
finely divided condition, which makes
thorn a convenient medium in which to
mix concentrated nnd flno ground feeds,
inch ns hrnn, cornmcal nnd cottonsoed
meal.
